On 1/30/76, at approximately 6:05 PM, the alarm 
system installed in this vehicle functioned properly and 
Bureau Agents responded to the vicinity and determined 
target vehicle was missing. The alarm was again activated 
in approximately forty minutes which would indicate unknown 
subjects were leaving the vehicle. No further signals 
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were received and attempts to track vehicle were 
unsuccessful since power source had not received sufficient 
charge to continue operation of beeper installed in 
vehicle. 


On 2/3/76, Bureau Agents utilized a helicopter 
operated by the Drug Enforcement Administration with 
negative results.in an attempt to locate target vehicle. 


It is noted the Chicago Office anticipated if 
vehicle was utilized for a very short period of time in- 
sufficient charge would be placed in batteries to operate 
the beeper system for a long period of time.

Subjects’ activities continue to be closely 
followed and it is anticipated subjects have either re- 
located this vehicle for later use or have abandoned it 
and plan to steal another "work" car in the near future.
